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because Israel sought assist- 

ance through foreign alliances 
instead of turning to God for help. 
He prophesied that this would bring 
woe upon the people, stating that 
God would not be with them when 
they were in opposition to Him. 
The rebellious nation had turned 
its back on the Lord and its leaders 
were adding sin to sin by seeking 
protection through an_ alliance 
with Egypt. The prophet declared: 
‘Therefore the protection you seek 
in Pharaoh shall turn to your 
shame, and the shelter you seek in 
the shadow of Egypt to your con- 
fusion” (Isa. 30: 3, Smith & Good- 
speed Trans.). 

What the people of Israel failed 
to consider in Isaiah’s time their 
descendants today, the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples, are also failing to 
take into account. God demanded 
then that His people refrain from 
entering into alliances with the na- 
tions around them, or serving their 
gods, and today those who enter 
into agreements with the ungodly 
violate the terms of God’s cove- 
nant. Ahab married Jezebel, a Zido- 
nian Canaanite. As a result, Ahab 
became involved in the worship of 
Baal (I Kings 16: 31) and his wife’s 
people became his people. There- 
fore, when Jehoshaphat returned 
from the battle in which Ahab was 
slain, with whom he had entered 


[= the Prophet was troubled 
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into an alliance, a prophet of the 
Lord met him and said: “‘Shouldest 
thou help the ungodly, and love 
them that hate the Lord? There- 
fore is wrath upon thee from be- 
fore the Lord” (II Chron. 19: 2). 

Today this question might be 
put to the governmental leaders of 
Great Britain and the United States 
with even greater emphasis as they 
seek to enter into agreements with 
ungodly nations. Will the Lord not 
hold those accountable who have 
accepted without protest the So- 
viet conquests by aggression? Will 
they be free from blood-guiltiness, 
having acquiesced in the turning 
over of millions of defenseless vic- 
tims to the merciless purges of the 
evil tyrants in Moscow and Peiping? 
Anglo-Saxon leaders are actually 
contemplating further actions of 
the same sort by proposing to bar- 
ter the lives and happiness of the 
defenseless inhabitants of the off- 
shore islands near Formosa in the 
Far East for dubious promises from 
the godless Communist leaders of 
Red China. Surely God’s wrath is 
kindled against His people for giv- 
ing assistance to these enemies of 
righteousness. 

All this is being done to pro- 
mote United Nations policies, the 
acceptance of which by the Anglo- 
Saxon world is in itself evidence of 
their failure to trust in the Lord. 
The recent utterances by high off- 
cials of the improved prospects for 
peace remind us of Ezekiel’s pro- 
phetic warning: “Because they 
mislead my people, saying, ‘All is 
well,’ when nought is well.”’ 

The Prophet Ezekiel severely 
condemns the God-ignoring United 
Nations covenant between leaders 


in Anglo-Saxondom and _ pagans 
representing heathen countries. Its 
charter declarations “to save suc- 
ceeding generations from the 
scourge of war” and “to unite our 
strength to maintain international 
peace and security” cannot be car- 
ried out without the help of God, 
whose aid they do not seek in their 
councils. 

The prophet likens this organi- 
zation to a flimsy wall daubed with 
whitewash that will be unable to 
stand before the coming storm 
when it feels the impact of the 
events of the Great and Terrible 
Day of the Lord. Ezekiel goes on to 
state what God will finally do: “I 
will let loose a violent gale in my 
wrath, and there shall come a lash. 
ing rain in my anger, and hailstones 
shall fall in my fury; and I will 
break down the wall which you 
daubed with whitewash, and will 
bring it to the ground, so that its 
foundations may be laid bare; and 
when it falls, you shall perish in 
the midst of it” (Ez. 13: 13-14, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.). 

There is only one place of gen- 
uine safety for individuals and for 
the nation and that is found by 
abiding under the shadow of the 
Almighty (Ps. 91:1). Unfortu- 
nately our national leaders are 
lacking in the faith and courage 
born of an implicit trust in the 
Lord. Therefore, they undertake to 
abide under the shadow of the 
United Nations and secure strength 
and safety through alliances with 
the ungodly. The Psalmist states 
(Ps. 1: 1-6) that the man is blessed 
who “walketh not in the counsel of 
the ungodly,” for ‘‘the way of the 
ungodly shall perish.”

. and World Report for June 3, 1955 is 
Evil Thought. very enlightening as it indicates that 
the stage is being made ready for the sudden and unan- 
nounced move Ezekiel and other prophets indicate Soviet 
Russia will make against the Anglo-Saxon world. The 
statement is as follows: 


“Top generals in Russia are beginning to talk of a ‘preventive 
war’ against the United States to be launched when this country 
least expects it. American generals are uncertain whether the 
Russians really mean it or are just whistling to keep up their 
courage.” 


If the American generals were only acquainted with the 
warnings of the prophets of the Lord which are directed 
to our generation, they would express no uncertainty re- 
garding Soviet intentions. They would know what Ezekiel 
declares: 


“Thus saith the Lord God; it shall also come to pass, that at 
the same time [when the Soviets are prepared for war] shall 
things come into thy mind, and thou shalt think an evil thought: 
and thou shalt say, I will go up to the land of unwalled villages; 
I will go to them that are at rest, that dwell safely, all of them 
dwelling without walls, and having neither bars nor gates.” 
(Ez. 38: 10-11.) 


In “The Coming Invasion of the United States” and 
“Without Bars or Gates” (both titles of chapters in Docu- 
mentary Studies, Vol. II, Part V*), the evil thought Soviet

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Russia will have is just such an unprovoked attack as indi- 
cations now show their military leaders are contemplating. 

There is no question as to their intention and what they 
will endeavor to do. Our failure as a nation to give heed 
to the prophetic warnings of God’s prophets led us first 
to recognize the Soviet Union in 1933 and later to coop- 
erate with them in World War II. Totally unaware of the 
deadly menace to our peace and safety as a nation, we 
are now endeavoring to appease Soviet Russia, thereby 
hoping to avert war. But the Lord has declared of this 
Colossus of the North: 


“I will bring thee forth, and all thine army, horses and horse- 
men, all of them clothed with all sorts of armour, even a great 
company.” (Ez. 38: 4.) 


Appeasement never works to the advantage of the peace- 
ful and, the Lord having decreed that the Russian hordes 
are to go forth to battle, every effort made by our national 
leaders to appease this foe is not only futile but a waste of 
our strength and substance. That these armies are to come 
from the north is also stated: 


‘And thou shalt come from thy place out of the north parts, 
thou, and many people with thee.” (Ez. 38: 15.) 


Coming air attacks are indicated by the expressions, 
“thou shalt ascend,” “‘come like a storm” and “be like a 
cloud to cover the land.” 

But because, as God’s people, we are His battle-ax and 
weapons of war (Jer. 51: 20), it is essential, nevertheless, 
that preparations be made to meet this attack. God con- 
demns the leadership in Israel that refuses to make ready 
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for the day of battle, seducing His people by saying: 
‘Peace; and there is no peace” (Ez. 13: 10). Substituting 
so-called peace moves for total defense planning is utterly 
condemned. 

It is essential in this time of stress that all, from the least 
to the greatest in our nation, awaken to the Divine reason 
why God is allowing the enemy to attack in force. There 
is a dual purpose in it all: first, to awaken His people to 
the necessity to turn from their unrighteousness so that 
they may secure national salvation and, second, so that 
God may demonstrate to all the nations of the world that 
He is Jehovah, the God of Israel, by the miraculous de- 
liverance of His Kingdom people from their foes. 

As the pressure increases, with multiplied evidences of 
the treacherous intentions of the Kremlin, the day will 
dawn when ail will realize the inevitability of the Soviet 
enemy moving as foretold. The lesson that will then have 
to be learned quickly by all, from the heads of government 
to the humblest citizen in the land, will be the need to 
utter from the heart, in sincerity and in truth, the following 
prayer:

Guaranteed By THE PRESENT moves toward 

establishing a guaranteed annual 
Annual Wage» wage, both labor and management 
are launching American industry upon an uncharted sea. 
It would be well to seriously consider the results in a nation 
where the guaranteed annual wage has been in operation 
for some years before making irrevocable decisions for its 
full adoption in the United States. We refer to Italy where, 
under Mussolini, employers were ordered to keep all their 
employees on the payroll. As the result of the establish- 
ment of a guaranteed annual wage in that country, Italy 
today has a condition of unemployment that is the worst 
in all Europe. 

Italian employers refuse to hire new workers when it is 
at all possible to get along without them, for, once they are 
put on the payroll, they stay there regardless of future 
business. Quoting from Human Events for June 4, 1955, 
including its reference to Harper’s Magazine, the statement 
is made: 


“Everybody in Italy, the unions included, knows perfectly 
well that the guaranteed annual wage has become a deadly 
disease. Yet no one, not even the secretary of the Manufacturers 
Association, dares criticize it in public; for, being ‘security,’ it 
has become untouchable.” 

Commenting on this, Human Events states that today 
Italy’s standard of living, low though it is, depends upon 
the continuation of hundreds of millions of dollars received 
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from America. The question is then asked, ‘‘Who will sub- 
sidize America when Reuther succeeds in making this 
country a carbon copy of Italy?” 

We wonder if labor has now succeeded in exposing the 
Achilles heel, enabling our national prosperity to be de- 
stroyed and bringing about the ultimate passing of the 
good times so many have enjoyed under the favorable 
economic conditions which have prevailed for so many 
years in the United States? If Italy’s experience is anything 
to go by, then the chartless sea upon which labor and 
management have now embarked may become very 
stormy indeed. 





Scrap «Metal A viTat QuEsTION has been raised in 
a recent news release published in the 
daily press: 


“Is American scrap metal going to the Red war machine? 
Exports in this vital strategic material are greater than in 1940 
when predatory Japan and Germany bought U. S. scrap and 
fired it back at our GI’s. A domestic scrap shortage impends.” 


Also a recent UP news report from Belgrade, Yugo- 
slavia, stated that Soviet strong man Nikita S. Khrushchev, 
who has been stressing peace in public, was reported to 
have said in private that Russia is building up its armed 
forces and increasing armaments. He advised Tito at a 
dinner party to follow the Soviet Union’s example. 

In building up her armed forces and increasing arma- 
ments, scrap metal is essential. The opinion in official cir- 
cles here is that much of the scrap is being shipped behind 
the Iron Curtain by so-called friendly nations which are 
Carrying on a thriving trade with the Soviet bloc. 

Will we ever learn? Or must we suffer again as the result 
of having made the enemy strong by enabling him to build 
up his armaments preparatory to an attack upon us. 





Trends As we WATCH economic trends, we have no 

reason to retreat from the position taken in the 
leading editorial in Destiny for June 1950, the title of 
which was “Economic Lifeblood.” In that editorial it was 
pointed out that the internal weaknesses within the present 
economic structure are like a consuming fire. While out- 
wardly business prospers and appears to be excellent, yet 
when finally those burning fires touch the very vitals of 
the structure, a collapse will become inevitable. 

Present trends are again moving toward increased infla- 
tion as wages, prices and costs show a tendency to rise. 
The result is that both business and the administration are 
awakening to indications of a dangerous drift that in the 
months ahead may test the nation’s ability to keep the 
boom from becoming runaway inflation. 

In the above-mentioned editorial, written five years ago, 
we pointed out: 


*“The business outlook can be very good, with increased trade, 
full employment and expanding commerce, but as ‘the blood is 
the life thereof,’ the infection in its [the present world economy] 
blood stream through depreciation of world currency systems is 
placing a strain upon the entire economy.” 


The statement was then made: 


“The cancerous growth of a managed economy is eating away 
at the vitals of the Babylonian System itself, devouring its assets

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Endure to the End

HEN Jesus exhorted His fol- 
\ \ lowers to endure to the end 

(Matt. 24: 13), He was cau- 
tioning them concerning a time to 
come when their faith must undergo 
a severe testing. This would come at 
the climax of a long series of events 
which He enumerated. There is con- 
clusive evidence in the Scriptures to 
indicate that just such a testing time 
must come when spiritual pressures 
will become so great that only those 
having a sincere belief and whole- 
hearted trust in the implicit promises 
of God will retain their faith to the 
very end. Multitudes, unable to endure 
tribulation, will fall by the wayside. 


Faithful Servants 


In our Lord’s discussion recorded 
in Matthew 24: 45-51, particularly 
His statement regarding the faithful 
and wise servant in contrast to the evil 
servant, we have a clue to the type of 
pressure that would reveal the falling 
away from genuine faith. It must be 
understood that these two groups rep- 
resent two distinct classifications among 
the followers of Jesus Christ, for they 
are both servants. Referring to the first 
class, Jesus said: 

“Who then is a faithful and wise servant, 
whom his lord hath made ruler over his 
household, to give them meat in due 
season? Blessed is that servant, whom his 
lord, when he cometh, shall find so doing. 
Verily I say unto you, That he shall make 
him ruler over all his goods.” (Matt. 
24: 45-47.) 

These are the “wise” whom the 
Angel informed Daniel would under- 
stand: 

“None of the wicked shall understand; but 
the wise shall understand.” (Dan. 12: 10.) 


They would be the ones giving in- 
struction, or meat, in due season; that 
is, they would be able to point out the 
meaning of events and the significance 
of the times in which they would then 
be living. Their message would there- 
fore be apropos of the times in which 
they would be called upon to feed His 
household. 
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Meat in Due Season 


Note carefully that it is “‘meat,” 
not “‘milk,” that they serve to the 
household. Peter referred to the milk 
diet when he said: 


*‘As newborn babes, desire the sincere 
milk of the word, that ye may grow 
thereby.” (I Peter 2: 2.) 


But if there are those who continue 
to take milk and do not grow spiritually 
so that they are able to masticate the 
strong meat of the Word, Paul declares 
they are still babes. He pointed out: 


“For every one that useth milk is un- 
skilful in the word of righteousness: for 
he is a babe.” (Heb. 5: 13.) 


Paul had complained of those of 
whom he was speaking that, wherein 
they ought to have been teachers, they 
needed to be taught again what the 
first principles of the oracles of God 
are. Instead of being able to take 
strong meat, they must be fed milk 
again. Then he said: 


“But strong meat belongeth to them 
that are of full age, even those who by 
reason of use have their senses exercised 
to discern both good and evil.” (Heb. 
5: 14.) 


Let us turn to the translation of the 
verses covering Paul’s statement as 
they are rendered by Ferrar Fenton: 


“For at the time when you ought to be 
teachers, you have need again for some 
one to teach you the rudiments of the first 
principles of God’s purposes; and you have 
come to have need of milk, and not of 
solid food. For every one who uses milk 
is ignorant of a reason for righteousness; 
for he is an infant. But solid food is for 
the matured, for those who through their 
disciplined faculties are exercised to decide 
between good and evil.” 


Paul counselled his hearers to leave 
the elementary principles of Christian 
doctrine, once they were mastered as 
the foundation of the believer’s ex- 
perience, and advance toward ma- 
turity. They should strive to gain a 
full comprehension of the more deeply 
spiritual teachings of the Scriptures. 


The faithful servants are to speak 
to the household of God, which is com- 
prised of those who have already 
partaken of the sincere milk of the 
Word. They are to give meat to them, 
which means that they are to guide 
His household into a knowledge and 
understanding of the breadth and 
depth and height of the Divine reve- 
lation. The subsequent attitude of the 
evil servant clearly indicates that in 
this instance the “‘meat in due season’”’ 
includes instructions in regard to the 
imminence of the Second Advent of 
our Lord. 

The fact that the wise servants, be- 
cause of their fidelity, are to be given 
rulership over all His (Jesus Christ’s) 
goods marks them as “overcomers.” 
It is only the overcomers who are to 
be given such a great responsibility, 
for it is stated elsewhere in the Scrip- 
tures that they are to reign with Christ 
in the restored Kingdom. 


Evil Servants 


But of the class designated as “‘evil 
servants” Jesus said: 


“But and if that evil servant shall say 
in his heart, My lord delayeth his coming; 
And shall begin to smite his fellow servants, 
and to eat and drink with the drunken; 
The lord of that servant shall come in a 
day when he looketh not for him, and in 
an hour that he is not aware of, and shall 
cut him asunder, and appoint him his 
portion with the hypocrites: there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth.” (Matt. 
24: 48-51.) 


In referring to this classification of 
servants as “‘evil,”’ it is significant that, 
of the Greek words that might have 
been employed here, it is the Greek 
word kakos that is used. The meaning 
of this word does not necessarily asso- 
Ciate it with active wickedness; rather, 
it indicates an inward desire tending to 
disbelief and unfaithfulness. We see 
how accurate this choice of words is, 
for it is zn his heart that the evil servant 
discounts the imminence of his Lord’s 
coming, although outwardly appear- 
ing as though he were one in spirit 
with his fellowservants. It is this in- 
ward infidelity that leads to what 
follows. 


Smiting Fellowservants 


The evil servants, together with 
those who are wise, were expecting the 
return of the Lord. Then something 
occurred that led the evil servants to 
admit, but in their hearts only, that 
they no longer considered that coming 
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imminent. Jesus had already empha- 
sized the need for watchfulness, stating 
that His return would be “as a thief.” 
This announcement had immediately 
preceded the illustration of the two 
servants and their respective attitudes 
toward His coming (Matt. 24: 42-44). 

The evil servant in the Lord’s illus- 
tration says, ““My lord delayeth his 
coming.’ Obviously, therefore, it is a 
seeming failure in the anticipated 
timing of His coming that brings the 
evil servants to the conclusion that 
watchfulness on their part is no longer 
warranted. The activities foretold in 
the words, “‘begin to smite his fellow- 
servants,” become apparent when we 
find these evil servants berating those 
who continue to show forth proof of 
the imminence of the Second Advent. 
Meanwhile, the evil servants turn 
away to eat and drink with the 
drunken; that is, consort with those 
actuated only by spiritual emotion- 
alism. From this we may infer that 
they join in the ridicule directed against 
those who remain alert and watchful. 

Can we discover the event, or events, 
that brought out into the open this 
changed attitude on the part of the 
evil servants? Is it possible to deter- 
mine the period during which Jesus 
foresaw that all this would take place? 
In the unfolding of events there are 
some very interesting clues which help 
us to find the answer to these two 
questions, for we are living in the very 
time Jesus defined as the “‘due season” 
in which it would be imperative that 
His household be fed meat — not milk. 


The Great Witness 


We believe an important clue to the 
information we seek is to be found in 
the eleventh chapter of Revelation in 
which reference is made to the “two 
witnesses.” In Study in Revelation®™ it 
is pointed out that the power of God’s 
Word and His Spirit, working through 
Spirit-filled men and women, have 
fulfilled in every detail what John 
records that these witnesses were to 
accomplish. 

But lest we fail to consider every 
aspect of the testimony of the witnesses 
in the latter days, we must not over- 
look the now well-established principle 
of double, triple and even quadruple 
applications of prophecy, together with 
their far-view and near-view timing. 
Actually, in the Divine revelation for

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these times, there is a double testimony 
even among the witnesses themselves 
in conformity with the command- 
ment: 


*“At the mouth of two witnesses, or at 
the mouth of three witnesses, shall the 
matter be established.” (Deut. 19: 15.) 


There is an additional Witness which 
may be specifically identified as having 
been very active in this particular 
period, or “‘due season,”’ of the immi- 
nence of the second coming of the 
Lord. Isaiah refers to this Witness in 
the following terms: 


“In that day shall there be an altar to 
the Lord in the midst of the land of Egypt, 
and a pillar at the border thereof to the 
Lord. And it shall be for a sign and for 
a witness unto the Lord of hosts in the 
land of Egypt.” (Isa. 19: 19-20.) 


It has been accepted as an incontro- 
vertible fact that the Great Pyramid of 
Gizeh in Egypt fulfills all the require- 
ments of this declaration by Isaiah. 
For generations the testimony of this 
Great Witness was sealed, but in this 
“due season” those seals have been 
broken and its message, in conjunction 
with the revelation of the Scriptures, 
has awakened millions to the impor- 
tance of the times in which we are 
living and to the now impending 
Second Advent. The employment of 
its unique revelation-measures to sub- 
stantiate the fulfillment of prophecy 
was to be “‘for a witness unto the Lord 
of hosts,” who is the Lord of Battles; 
that is, it was specifically intended for 
the time of conflict as the age closes. 

To what does this monument testify? 
The chronology of the passage system 
of the Great Pyramid parallels the 
chronology set forth in the Scriptures, 
accurately outlining the historical prog- 
ress of the Building Race from Adam 
down to the present time and beyond. 
The date of the Deluge is recorded 
there and the year of the Exodus of 
the children of Israel from Egypt 
(1486 B.c.) marks the commencement 
of the first Ascending Passage, showing 
their upward course as they moved 
toward the first coming of Jesus Christ, 
who was to be their Redeemer and 
Saviour. The date of His birth is es- 
tablished there (4 B.c.) and His death 
and resurrection date the beginning 
of the Grand Gallery, also called ““The 
Hall of Truth in Light,” which sym- 
bolizes the accelerated upward climb 
of the Christian Dispensation. At the 
end of the Grand Gallery the Great 
Step marked the important year of 


1844 a.p. when all the modern move. 
ments pertaining to the Second Ad- f 
vent began. Following this, the be. 


ginning and ending of the First Low 
Passage was found to designate the 
year when World War I began (August 
4—5, 1914) and the year that it ended 
in an armistice (November 11, 1918), 
Then came the Chamber of the Triple 
Veil and, following that, the Second 
Low Passage, containing the momen. 
tous dating of May 28-29, 1928, fore- 
warning the coming of world economic 
attrition initiated by the Wall Street 
Crash of 1929. The ending of the 
Second Low Passage brought us to the 
date of September 16, 1936, when the 
period defined as the King’s Chamber 
was entered. This proved to be a time 
of great decision for Christian civili- 
zation. Actually, the Chamber of the 
Open Tomb loomed before the Build- 
ing Race, but it was also the Hall of 
the Judgment of the Nations if the 
right choice was not made at that time. 
The full significance of that date has 
not yet been fully evaluated, but even 
historians who know nothing about the 
Great Pyramid mark the fall of 1936 
as a time of great change in world 
trends which have since led to the 
present crisis in world civilization. 


Death of Testimony 


Then a date was reached — August 
20, 1953 — after which, almost im- 
mediately, the testimony of the Great 
Pyramid ceased to be effective. The 
eyes of multitudes of people were 
turned toward this Witness prior to 
that date, which defined the south wall 
of the King’s Chamber, marking the 
Consummation of the Age. With 95 
per cent of the chronology of the 
passage system of the Great Pyramid 
already verified by history, the at- 
tention of millions was focused upon 
August 20, 1953. Their expectancy 
was that the events of that day would 
demonstrate beyond question that their 
understanding of the purport of the 
Great Pyramid revelation was correct. 
The day came and with it the failure 
of the hoped-for developments. Many 
were staking the continuation of their 
faith upon events which would be 
sufficient to them to justify the main- 
tenance of a spirit of watchfulness on 
their part — they had set a time limit 
upon their endurance. But no sign 
was given that could be comprehended 
by them and, with the passing of the 
day, they turned away, with no further

If we wished to be witty at the expense of the geologists, 
we might remark that they could not do better than adopt 
the opening words of Genesis, “Jn the beginning,” as their 
datum line, since this would give them all the time they 
need while continuing to investigate the age of rocks. But 
the second sentence of Genesis defines a period when the 
earth was without form (téhiw) and void (béhiiw); a stage 
which the Apocrypha defines with scientific precision as 
constituting “‘the world of matter without form.” It is interesting 
to note that it was not until the third day-period, or age, of 
the Genesis description that “‘the dry land’ appeared. 

How did Solomon attain to such advanced knowledge in 
his day? It came through communion with the Lord, whom 
Solomon calls “the Lover of Souls,” whose “incorruptible 
Spirit ts in all things” (Wisdom of Solomon 11: 26 & 12: 1). 
See also Solomon’s prayer for wisdom (Jbid., chapter 9). 

It is astonishing to find the number of people who still 
labor under the delusion that textual criticism succeeded 
in discrediting the authenticity of the Scriptures. In spite 
of the propaganda work of Sir Charles Marston and oth- 
ers, it is still not widely known that the theories of textual 
criticism have long since been discounted by the facts dis- 
covered by archaeological excavation. As a Curator of the 
British Museum once observed: “Jf only the clergy would 
come here and see the facts for themselves, there would be no higher 
criticism.”” Archaeological research has demonstrated the 
accuracy of the Bible to a degree exceeding the expectation 
of the experts. 


Israel in the Isles 


Of all the silly legends invented by the critics, the silliest 
was the theory that there must have been two Isaiahs be- 
cause, for one thing, the prophet appears to adopt a differ- 
ent style of writing, from chapter 40 onward, when ad- 
dressing his message to Israel in the Isles. Fortunately for 
us, Isaiah knew what he was doing better than his critics, 
most of whom were Jewish professors in German (not 
British) universities. 

It is not without significance that, at the end of the 1914 
war, the text chosen for the Service of National Thanks- 
giving was: “‘If it had not been the Lord who was on our side, 
now may Israel say; uf it had not been the Lord who was on our 
ide, when men rose up against us: Then they had swallowed us up 
sy when their wrath was kindled against us” (Psalm 124: 
~3). 

One thing is certain. If the people of these islands had 
not been Israel, they would not have survived long enough 
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for the U.S.A. (Manasseh) to come to their aid, stillfless 
would they have survived World War II, with its threat 
of invasion. 

What an extraordinary thing it is that, after all these 
manifest wonders of Divine deliverance, we should still be 
a people blind to our identity. It is good to have the conso- 
lation of knowing that each day brings us closer to the time 
when the veil which obscures our vision will be taken 
away. Isaiah describes Israel in the Isles as being “blind 
people that have eyes,’ who will yet see out of obscurity. 

It is said that during the Battle of Britain, the late King 
George VI asked the then Archbishop of Canterbury: 
“What would happen if, in one of my broadcasts, I announced my 
belief that we are Israel; in the truth of which I am persuaded?” 
To which the Primate replied with obvious trepidation: 
“Sire, it would split the Church of England in twain.” 

Obviously the appointed time had not arrived for such a 
momentous proclamation. But it is a debatable point as to 
whether the cost of doing so would have been too great a 
price to pay, since the National Church is already divided 
on many issues and, contrary to the Primate’s fears, the 
proclamation of the identity of Israel might well have 
proved to be the rallying point for which the Church of 
England so badly stands in need. 


Revolt Against Criticism 


Thus, in a press article entitled: “Are the Churches Fail- 
ing?”’, the Rt. Rev. J. W. C. Wand, Bishop of London, 
writes: 


“It is extraordinary how people differ. Sir Henry Self seems to 
think that the world is waiting to accept Christianity if only the 
Church will delete a few articles from its creed. My experience is 
entirely different. I find that the people want us to be not less but 
more definite, and I understand that in the universities the same 
tendency is noticeable. 

“The young people are revolting against the inroads which Biblical 
criticism ts alleged to have made upon traditional security and the dons are 
worried because of a threatened return to the fundamentalism of verbal 
inspiration. The fact is that it is the more authoritarian types of 
religion that appeal most strongly to the rising generation. The 
whole tone and temper of the time favor exact definition; they 
want religious beliefs to be as carefully articulated as scientific 
formulae. This may well be the result of living in a scientific age.” 


Challenge of an Age 


Participating in the same series of press articles, Sir 
Henry Self (President of the Modern Churchman’s Union) 
expresses his viewpoint outspokenly when he declares: 


In this year of the H-bomb, more people are thinking deeply 
on spiritual things than they have ever done before. Yet it is un- 
deniable that in these momentous times the influence of the 
Church continues to decline. Why should this be so? Why are the 
churches failing to hold the nation to its spiritual beliefs and fail- 
ing to meet the challenge of an age in which the hydrogen bomb 
has become the symbol of the anxiety and dread which is a marked 
feature of the day?” 


The brief and blunt answer to the question as to why the 
churches continue to decline and fail to hold the nation to 
its spiritual beliefs is that the churches fail to preach the 
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whole counsel of God which alone is adequate to meet the 
spiritual needs of the nation. For the Word of God written, 
the churches have substituted dubious doctrines of their 
own. The churches have spiritualized away the literal in- 
terpretation of the prophetic Scriptures so that there is a 
famine of the Word of God in the land. By their false divi- 
nations, “‘the shepherds of Israel which feed themselves” have 
made the Word of God of none effect. 

Enumerating some of the perplexing problems which 
plague the minds of men today, Sir Henry speaks of “‘the 
appalling apathy within the churches to the dangers of scientific 
determinism,” and he concludes: “Rightly, it is urged against 
the churches that, if they know the answers to all this, they do not 
give it. The churches aim overmuch at simple people whereas people 
are no longer simple.” 


The Divine Plan 


It is an amazing fact that neither Dr. Wand nor Sir 
Henry Self, in their analyses, make even so much as a pass- 
ing reference to the Kingdom of God on earth, which is 
the basic theme running throughout the pages of Sacred 
Writ from Genesis to Revelation. This is a radical omis- 
sion, for it is only against the background of this founda- 
tion for the Divine Plan of the Ages that we can see the 
significance of scientific progress in clear or true perspec- 
tive. 

As Isaiah 29: 13-14 (Ferrar Fenton Version) records it: 


“Now the Almighty demands, 
“Why do this people approach 
With their mouth and their lips, 
To pay honour to Me, 

While their heart is far off? 

Their reverence is worthless to Me; 
It teaches the doctrines of men! 

So on this Race I lay wonders, 
Add wonders to wonders, 
Destroying its scientists’ science, 
And baffling its scholars’ researches.’ ” 


That represents a solution to the otherwise somewhat 
puzzling picture of things as they are today. Actually, 
there can be no contradiction between true religion and 
true science, because both derive their fontal source from 
Christ, the Divine or Archetypal Image, “in whom are hid 
all the treasures of wisdom and knowledge.” ‘The only opposition 
there can be is that of science falsely so-called, or of true 
religion, falsely so-called. 

Science is ever-changing as it approaches the portals of 
Ultimate Truth, while Truth itself is unchanging, even 
though to our mortal minds it unfolds itself sequentially 
as a progressive revelation. It is not for revelation to adjust 
itself to science but for science to approximate itself to 
revelation. 


Vision and Destiny 


The wonderful thing about the vision of the Kingdom is 
that it enables the observer to view events from the stand- 
point of one who has “‘arrived,” as it were, so that he sees 
already the end from the beginning. 

At one point it looks as if our interlocutor is going to take 
the plunge when he maintains: 


“‘We must face the argument that Christianity has held West- 
ern civilization for 1,900 years and the result is wars and so on. 
The churches should pass over to the counterattack and point 
out that Christianity has never yet been really lived; it has merely 
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received lip service. Why not face the challenge with challenge? 
Then the message becomes one of hope and vision, pointing to a 


destiny for man which itself is the supreme justification for this f 


life full of tribulations.” 


So near and yet so far! The most elementary knowledge 
of Biblical chronology could have answered that question 
adequately. Has Sir Henry never heard of the Times of the 
Gentiles? 


Gentile World Domination 


True, Christianity has tried to flourish during the 1,900 
years of the Christian Dispensation, but the rulership of 
the world has been the responsibility of the Gentile suc- 
cession of world empires both before and during this epoch. 
World rule has never been the responsibility of the Church. 
Have modern churchmen never read the prophecies of 
Daniel? 

Daniel makes it abundantly clear where the true re- 
sponsibility lies for world rule. If wars and rumors have 
ravaged the Christian Era, the reason for it lies in the fact 
that this period has coincided with the time of Gentile 
world domination, now rapidly passing away as this age 
comes to its close. 

Jesus warned his disciples that wars and rumors of wars 
would characterize the new dispensation. The proper way 
to meet challenge by challenge is to do so from the Scrip- 
tures. Jesus also said: “Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the 
Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled’ (Luke 21: 24). 
The minds of the people would not be confused on these 
issues, nor would they make false accusations against the 
Church, if the Church opened and expounded for them 
the prophetic Scriptures which are as a light in a dark 
place. 

How hollow it sounds to talk of the vision and destiny of 
man, apart from the vision of the Kingdom of God estab- 
lished on earth by the race and people through whom it 
was prophesied that all the families of the earth would be 
blessed. 

Some years ago a Peer of the Realm raised the following 
objection: “‘Jf it ts true that we are the Israel people, irrespective 
of whether we know it or not, and that we are doing the work which 
it was prophesied that Israel would do, what difference does it make 
in talking about it? Why not be content to leave things as they are?” 
To which he received the following reply: “‘Jf it were sug- 
gested that you should find your way home tonight through the 
London traffic, blindfolded, would you say that it made no differ- 
ence?’ Obvious, isn’t it? Of course there is far more to it 
than that, but the illustration was used to make a point. 


Revelation Through Science 


At this stage we feel impelled to make a final quotation 
from Sir Henry’s article since it sets forth so plainly the 
thoughts in the minds of many people. Thus he writes: 


“If we believe that this world is controlled by a higher spiritual 
world focussed on God, then atomic energy is seen as a revelation, 
given through science, of means of advancing the future of the 
race. The danger of its misuse must have been foreseen. God 
could not allow His creation to be ruined by man’s abuse of either 
the powers of free will given to him or the knowledge acquired 
through men devoted to science as a duty. 

**Men of faith must look for a further revelation, in due course, 
of a corrective to the destructive side while giving scope to the 
constructive promise. Meantime the threat dreaded today may 
well be an essential check to man’s instinctive pugnacity.” 
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The new revelation coming will be, of course, a method 
of generating atomic or cosmic energy by a natural process 
instead of by the retrograde method of binary fission. 

One wonders how many of the observers watching “the 
monstrous mushroom shape rising to the heavens over Yucca Flats” 
last May realized what was actually taking place. The fire- 
ball of “‘Operation Cue”? was unleashed, ostensibly to engulf 
“Survival City’ in a sea of flame. Thousands of spectators 
joined the experts in watching through dark glasses while, 
as Don Iddon described it, ‘‘Dim dawn was turned into bright 
day.” 

No doubt those who witnessed this experiment thought 
it a staggering spectacle and all they could see was a blind- 
ing flash followed by a cloud of atomic radiation which 
rose swiftly into the sky. What they could not see were the 
magnetic radiations which penetrated to the core of the 
earth at the same moment of time. 

Atomic radiation penetrates both ways, piercing the 
heart of the earth as well as rending the atmospheric belt 
(about 5 miles thick) which encircles the globe. If scientists 
persist in experimenting with laws they do not fully under- 
stand, the consequences of their acts may suddenly produce 
unexpected and devastating results. 


Heal the Breaches 


This, indeed, appears to be the implication of the enig- 
matic warning of Psalm 60: 2: ‘‘ Thou hast made the earth to 
tremble; thou has broken it: heal the breaches thereof; for it shak- 
eth.” It is a common habit of men to blame God for every- 
thing, and then, when things are quite beyond control, 
they appeal as a last resort to God to fix them for them. 

Scientists will say: ““God has broken it,’” whereas it will be 


they themselves who have caused the rent in the magnetic 
envelope encircling the globe. It will be a rent or breach 
which only God can seal or heal. 

In certain scientific research circles, grave concern is felt 
that already the penetration of the earth’s core by atomic 
radiation will have caused the activation of tri-helium de- 
posits and that the progressive disintegration of the binding 
or cohesive force of rock formations will be an inevitable 
result. Should this prove to be the case, then the time will 
come when scientists will see the mountains and hills, in 
many places, literally “‘melt like wax at the presence of the 
Lord.” 

As previously reported in the columns of Destiny, from 
the Urals to the Rockies, and the Scandinavian Alps to the 
Andes, men are busily working by night and day, like 
moles, excavating vast caverns as hiding places and atomic 
shelters, carved out of solid rock. It is now evident, how- 
ever, that the dilemma of those described in Revelation 
6: 16-17 is going to be doubly ironical, if one can use such 
a term to describe their unenviable plight. 

For when they say to the mountains and rocks: “‘Fall on 
us, and hide us from the face of him that sitteth on the throne, and 
from the wrath of the Lamb: For the great day of his wrath ts 
come; and who shall be able to stand,’ the thing they call for, 
yet so much fear, is liable, quite literally, to come upon 
them. 

Certainly, it will be a staggering shock to evildoers when 
they look to behold a Lamb, and behold a Lion; the gentle 
Jesus transformed into the blazing glory of the King of 
kings! Moreover, such is the paradox of spiritual reality, 
that it will be found easier by far to withstand the roar of a 
Lion than the wrath of a Lamb.

At the Summit? conference is being described as 
a meeting “at the summit” because it will involve the 
heads of the governments of Great Britain, the United 
States, France and Soviet Russia. Such a conference could 
very well be made to order for the Kremlin leaders since 
their whole objective in consenting to meetings of this kind 
is for the purpose of bringing as much confusion as possible 
into the councils of the Western powers. What better place 
than the summit from which to push their opponents into 
the abyss! 

We should not forget so easily that Yalta, Teheran and 
Potsdam were all meetings “‘at the summit.” The results 
of consenting to enter into negotiations with evil men on 
those occasions brought about a rapid descent into the 
snare and the pit. Then followed the ratification of the 
“covenant with death and the agreement with hell’ of

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Pattern Of Judgment

May 27, 1955 
RESISTLESS yet deliberate pace 
at which the mysteries of God are 
revealed constitutes an unending 
miracle of history. Bit by bit the shroud 
of time is lifted to unveil the informa- 
tion essential to sustain and enlighten 
the faithful. Yet the illumination is 
never so abundant as to arouse the un- 
believing or prematurely consummate 
the Divine purpose. 

The Apostles and early Christians 
knew full well that they were living in 
the Day of Salvation and would, at 
the appointed time, enter into the 
Kingdom with their returned Lord 
and Saviour. However, the duration of 
the Day of Salvation was not disclosed 
to them, lest contemplation of the pro- 
longed tarrying period dull their fervor 
and faith. 

The same revealing-yet-concealing 
process is in evidence during this 
judgment period at the close of the age. 
To those who are alert and watching, 
the rush of events constantly unfolds 
new wonders of Divine revelation and 
timing. Yet the tautening of the crisis 
is so gradual that even at the very brink 
of the great judgment climax the av- 
erage citizen remains unaware and 
largely unperturbed. 

Portents foreshadowing the final act 
multiplied during the spring of 1955. 
Reports from various quarters indi- 
cated that America’s shield of atomic 
and air superiority was fast melting 
away. Toward the end of April the 
DeCourcy Weekly Review disclosed 
that Russia would gain relative atomic 
parity with the West within three 
months. During May American de- 
fense officials began voicing alarm over 
Russia’s growing air might, and Sena- 
tor Stuart Symington called for a 
Senate investigation to determine 
whether Russia was outstripping the 
United States in air power. 

Even at this fateful point, a welter 
of confusing and optimistic prevarica- 
tions, put out by Western governments 
because of political exigencies, pre- 
vented the public from grasping the 
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true gravity of the world situation. 
Only those alert to the signs of the 
times were aware how swiftly the final 
months of the present dispensation 
were ebbing away. 

An outstanding chronological mile- 
post was reached on May 1 when the 
nations entered the final 1290 days of 
the forty-year generation extending 
from the November 1918 Armistice to 
November 11, 1958. This augury of 
intensified desolation was immediately 
fulfilled by a marked upswing in the 
tempo of world events. Within two 
weeks after May 1 a neutralized Aus- 
tria had received independence, and 
Russia was pressing her campaign to 
wreck the NATO alliance by suggest- 
ing a like plan for Germany. Mean- 
while, flare-ups of strife in widespread 
areas kept the global cauldron bub- 
bling. 

The United States on April 26 re- 
treated from its adamant stand against 
negotiating with Red China. Secre- 
retary of State Dulles declared that the 
United States was willing to discuss 
a cease-fire in the Formosa Strait area 
providing there was some assurance 
that the Reds would negotiate in good 
faith. 

This new step toward appeasement 
falls into a significant pattern of Far 
Eastern travail. A solar fruition period 
(1040 days) measured forward from it 
is found to terminate on March 16, 
1958. This date will also be precisely 
1335 days after the Indo-China truce 
was concluded on July 20, 1954 
(Chart XIV). The 1335 factor, noted 
in the twelfth chapter of Daniel, is a 
number of judgment for anti-God 
forces, but of blessing for those nations 
and individuals qualified to enter the 
Kingdom. 

Strife and unrest in the Far East 
marked May 1, the date which fell 
1290 days before November 11, 1958. 
In South Vietnam an attempted coup 
by supporters of Bao Dai collapsed, 
leaving Premier Ngo Dinh Diem in 
shaky control of the Vietnam govern- 
ment. And in Baguio, discord among 


delegates to an eight-nation SEATO 
conference demonstrated anew that 
the organization was flimsy and futile. 

Other time-factors heightened the 
chronological significance of May 1. 
It fell 420 days after March 7, 1954 
when a Viet Minh raid on Haiphong 
spotlighted Communist ascendancy in 
Indo-China. Equally noteworthy is 
the fact that May 1 opened a 286-day 
displacement period which will ter- 
minate on February 11, 1956. This 
date falls 11 X 1290 days after the 
United States entered World War I 
(Chart XV). Eleven is the number of 
disorder or disintegration. 

Ambassadors of the Western Big 
Three and Russia met on May 2 to 
agree on final terms for an Austrian 
peace treaty. The date was 286 days 
after the Indo-China truce (July 20, 
1954) and 1260 plus 666 days after 
January 22, 1950 when the Soviet-Chi- 
nese friendship pact was announced. 
The 1260 factor connotes tribulation, 
while 666 is the number marking hu- 
man activities in opposition to God. 

May 2 also fell 420 days before June 
25, 1956. This outstanding chronolog- 
ical milepost will be 1040 days (frui- 
tion) after August 20, 1953 when Rus- 
sia announced her H-bomb test. In 
addition, June 25, 1956 will be 6 X 
666 days after the Potsdam Confer- 
ence opened on July 17, 1945 (Chart 
XIV). 

The ill-fated Anglo-Saxon process 
of converting enemies into allies 
against Communist aggression took a 
further step on May 5 when sov- 
ereignty was granted to the West 
German Republic. This was precisely 
1335 days after the Japanese peace 
treaty was signed on September 8, 
1951 (Chart XV). Also noteworthy is 
the fact that Germany regained sov- 
ereignty 7 X 120 days solar (warning 
perfected) before September 3, 1957. 
This date will fall 1260 plus 666 days 
after the Bonn Pact was signed 
(Chart XVI). 

Two other events symptomatic of 
world turbulence and judgment fell 
appropriately upon the terminal of 
1335 days after September 8, 1951. In 
South Vietnam a national congress 
ousted ex-Emperor Bao Dai as Chief 
of State. Meanwhile, Afghanistan de- 
clared a state of emergency as its long- 
standing dispute with Pakistan over 
border tribesmen brewed new strife. 
These developments also fell 286 
days lunar after July 27, 1954 when 
Great Britain agreed to evacuate her 
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Suez base, and a like interval before 
February 11, 1956 (Chart XV). 

Asiatic strife was again in the head- 
lines on May 7 when Indian troops and 
Pakistani border police clashed for 
eight hours in the disputed state of 
Kashmir. This was 420 days solar after 
the March 7, 1954 Communist raid 
on Haiphong (top of Chart XV). The 
420 time-factor, one-sixth of the 2520- 
day Biblical period of trial or proba- 
tion, frequently unfolds successive steps 
in the Divine process of judgment. An 
excellent example is provided by the 
events occurring at the mean and solar 
terminals of this particular 420 cycle 
extending from March 7, 1954. Note 
further that the latter date fell 10 X 
1290 days (perfection in desolation) 
after the November 1918 Armistice. 

The Big Three Foreign Ministers 
agreed on May 8 to seek a Four-Power 
parley with Russia. The date was 420 
days lunar before June 25, 1956 
(Chart XIV). 

Civil warfare erupted anew in 
South Vietnam on May 11 as strong 
rebel forces attacked national army 
units. ‘This was 1260 plus 666 days after 
January 31, 1950 when Russia recog- 
nized the Viet Minh rebels in Indo- 
China (Chart XIV). A 1040-day 
fruition interval extending forward 
from May 11 terminates on March 16, 
1958, which will be 1335 days after the 
July 1954 Indo-China truce. 
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The Soviet Union and seven East 
European Communist satellites agreed 
on May 13 to place their armies under 
a single command. And in Indo- 
China, triumphant convoys of Com- 
munist troops took over Haiphong 
under terms of the Geneva truce 
agreement. 

These developments fell precisely 
1260 days solar (tribulation) before 
the 40-year generation extending from 
the 1918 Armistice closes on Novem- 
ber 11, 1958. In addition, May 13 was 
420 days solar after March 13, 1954 
when Communist forces attacked Dien 
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Bien Phu and 286 days solar after the 
British agreed to evacuate Suez (Chart 
XV). 

A treaty granting independence to 
neutralized Austria was signed on 
May 15. Foreign Minister Molotov 
immediately urged a similar settlement 
for Germany, declaring the Soviet 
Union was convinced “‘other states 
also will follow the pattern” of Austria. 

Like an ominous tocsin, time-meas- 
ures marking the Austrian treaty warn 
that it brought near the final phases of 
world judgment. It came exactly nine 
years after May 15, 1946 when efforts 
to draft World War II peace terms col- 
lapsed. The 1946 date in turn fell 9 X 
1290 days after Germany entered 
World War I. Concerning the number 
nine, Dr. E. W. Bullinger states in 
Number in Scripture*: 


“The number nine is a most remarkable 
number in many respects. . . . It is the 
last of the digits, and thus marks the end; 
and is significant of the conclusion of a 
matter. 

“It is akin to the number szx, six being 
the sum of its factors ... and is thus 
significant of the end of man, and the sum- 
mation of all man’s works. Nine is, there- 
fore, THE NUMBER OF FINALITY OR JUDG- 
MENT, for judgment is committed unto 
Jesus as ‘the Son of man.’ It marks the 
completeness, the end and issue of all 
things as to man — the judgment of man 
and all his works.” 


The Austrian treaty also came 2520 
plus two days (treaties are often signed 
on the third day made perfect of time 
periods) after June 18, 1948 when an-

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nouncement of new currency for the 
Western occupation zones precipitated 
the crisis which led to the Berlin block- 
ade. In addition, May 15 was 666 plus 
286 days after the Communist Party 
Congress convened on October 5, 
1952. Note particularly from Chart 
XVI that the Austrian treaty was 
signed on the third day made perfect 
of 7 X 120 days before September 3, 
1957, which links back to the Bonn 
Pact. It was on the solar terminal of 
this 7 X 120 cycle extending back from 
the 1957 date that Germany regained 
her sovereignty. 

Another in the series of I[sraeli- 
Egyptian clashes erupted on May 17. 
As a result, on May 19 the Israelis 
proclaimed a new eye-for-an-eye pol- 
icy in dealing with their Arab neigh- 
bors. May 17 fell 2520 days solar 
(seven times) after the May 16, 1948 
Great Pyramid coffer date when the 
first Israeli president was named. May 


19, in addition to being the third day 
made perfect of the 17th, was 7 X 120 
days solar before September 17, 1957. 
This date will be 11 X 1290 days after 
the 1918 Armistice (not charted). 

Daily headlines ceaselessly blazoned 
global desolation. On May 20 the 
French poured army and police rein- 
forcements into Algeria to battle a new 
uprising by nationalist rebels. On the 
same day Russia refused to lift the toll 
blockade of West Berlin. The date was 
1290 days lunar before November 11, 
1958 (Chart XV). 

With the astute, aggressive Kremlin 
leaders forcing the pace and pressing 
their advantage, the throes of world 
judgment will intensify relentlessly 
until the heathen confederacy makes 
its supreme bid for global domination. 
Up to that very moment the appeasers 
and left-wing propagandists will con- 
tinue to befuddle public opinion, so 
that the onslaught will catch America 


and Britain unaware and unready. 

For those few who are watching, 
however, the signs and portents only 
serve to redouble vigilance as they 
await the great Divine acts timed to 
coincide with the climax of judgment. 
Its solemn urgency many times re- 
doubled because of the lateness of the 
hour, the warning voiced by the writer 
of the Epistle to the Hebrews will be 
their watchword: 


“For yet a little while, and he that shall 
come will come, and will not tarry.” 
(Heb. 10: 37.) 


Suddenly, like a thunderclap, awe- 
some and majestic acts of Divine inter- 
vention will arrest the plunge to world 
destruction and set man’s footsteps on 
the road to peace and righteousness. 
Then the period of tarrying will be 
over. Then the promise to which gen- 
erations of Christians eagerly looked 
forward will be a glorious reality.

Isaiah 28: 15 in the implementation of the charter of the 
United Nations at San Francisco. It is interesting to ob- 
serve what the Lord declares of all these agreements 
through the Prophet Isaiah: 

“Your covenant with death shall be disannulled, and your 
agreement with hell shall not stand.” (Isa. 28: 18.) 

The prophet goes on to state that “the hail’ will sweep 
away this refuge of lies when “the overflowing scourge 
shall pass through.” The overflowing scourge will be war 
and Isaiah prophesies, “Ye shall be trodden down by it.” 

Will the forthcoming conference “at the summit”’ signal 
the beginning of that judgment by demonstrating the 
utter futility of trying to deal with the enemies of God and 
of peace? On the other hand, will those same enemies find 
in that conference the reasons they seek to justify a sudden 
sneak attack upon us? The desire for peace of the Western 
leaders may lead them to consent to a policy of appease- 
ment that will be so out of step with equity and justice 
for the downtrodden that the words of Isaiah 28: 13 may 
be literally fulfilled as they tumble from the summit “that 
they might go, and fall backward, and be broken, and 
snared, and taken.”’ 





Foretold Falling cAway Tue weapinc editorial 
in Destiny for March 


1955, titled “The Falling Away,” called attention to 
the latter-day fulfillment of Paul’s prediction that a fall- 
ing away must first manifest itself before the Day of the 
Lord would come (II Thess. 2: 3). It was clearly stated in 
that editorial that, while August 20, 1953 was marked as 
important by the announcement made on that day that 
the Soviets had exploded an H-bomb, attention was being 
called to the significant fact that the day also marked the 
beginning of a falling away that bore every indication of 
fulfilling Paul’s prediction. 

In a disparaging reference to “‘a magazine called Des- 
TINY,” an excerpt was quoted from this editorial by The 
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National Message of London, England, in its issue of April 
16, 1955. Without regard to its context, the quotation was 
used to make it appear that Destiny was lamenting a fall- 
ing away of its own readership interest. No such thought 
was expressed or implied in that editorial. Trusting that a 
correction would be made, we immediately airmailed the 
following letter to The National Message: 


“Our attention has been called to the April 26th issue of your 
magazine in which you have quoted in part from the editorial, 
“The Falling Away,” which appeared in Destiny for March 
1955. 

**In lifting the quote from its context, you have given an er- 
roneous meaning to the words, from which you undertake to 
draw the conclusion that the whole purpose of the editorial was 
to lament a falling away in readers’ interest. This is an absolute 
distortion of the facts. Readership interest in Destiny Magazine 
is not lagging; actually, its circulation continues to be on the 
increase. 

*‘Just why you saw fit to use our comment on the falling away 
of which Paul spoke, which we see manifested in the present 
general falling away from interest in the truths of the Bible and 
its prophetic subjects, as well as Great Pyramid prophecy, to try 
to give your readers the impression that readership interest in 
Destiny is on the wane is difficult for us to understand. 

“In honesty and fairness an immediate correction is in order 
through the columns of your magazine. This we trust you will 
make at the earliest possible date. We are reluctant to assume 
that the false deduction drawn by your writer of Comments was 
deliberate. Certainly the editorial from which he lifted the quote 
gives no such warrant. 

**‘May we hear from you as to your intentions in response to 
this request by return mail?” 


More than a month has passed and there has been no 
acknowledgment of its receipt, nor any indication that a 
correction will appear in The National Message. But in 
order that there may be no misunderstanding of the actual 
purpose of the editorial in the March issue of Destiny, 
we are reiterating here our belief that conclusive evidence 
exists to show that the falling away that commenced on

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London, June 7 (By CABLE) 
USSIA EXPECTS to reach parity with the West in nu- 
R clear bombs by the end of July. Soviet military ex- 
perts regard atomic parity as being relative rather 
than absolute. The number of worthwhile targets for 
nuclear bombs is limited in every country. There is, there- 
fore, no point in possessing and using an unlimited number 
of bombs. America contains two prime targets in terms of 
atomic warfare, the destruction of which would be crip- 
pling — the Sault-Sainte-Marie locks and the Chicago rail 
heads. By the end of July, the Soviet Union will have 
enough A-bombs to stop two-thirds of the U. S. transport 
system, and to paralyze the rail and shipping services of 
Great Britain. Now that the Russian authorities are pre- 
paring to cut back the stockpiling program, they are also 
preparing to get the fullest possible propaganda advantage 
from this. They will make considerable apparent conces- 
sions in order to entice the Western Powers to abolish nu- 
clear weapons and bases. Russia is even thinking of agree- 
ing to international inspection. 

Discussions are going on between Moscow and Peking 
for the inclusion of the Chinese Air Force in the atomic de- 
fense program. China already has a few A-bombs which 
were given by Russia, and China’s Air Force training will 
now include interception as well as delivery of A-bombs. 
In the first week of April, the Soviet Ambassador in Peking 
gave an assurance that, should China get involved in a 
shooting war with any of the SEATO countries, she could 
count on the immediate entry of the U.S.S.R. 

Cyprus has never belonged to Greece. The present out- 
cry amongst the Greek-speaking Cypriots for enosis (union 
with Greece) is an artificially inspired agitation without 
historical background and without any genuine foundation 
in the hearts of the Cypriot population. The Turks also 
point out that Cyprus was Turkish before it was handed 
over, voluntarily, to British administration in 1878. The 
object of this transfer was to enable Great Britain to pro- 
tect Turkey against Russia. As the need for this protection 
still exists, Turkey would much prefer that the present 
regime in Cyprus should continue. If, however, the British 
ever do abandon the island, it ought to revert to Turkey 
and not to Greece. There has already been an unfortunate 
deterioration of relations between Turkey and Greece as a 
result of the enosis campaign. 

The Bandung conference to some extent took the lime- 
light off Indonesian internal affairs. The situation, how- 
ever, is becoming increasingly acute. ‘Tension has increased 
as a result of recent events in Atjeh, northern Sumatra. 
Although the government has done its best to hide the facts, 
it has leaked out that, at the end of February, the Army 
perpetrated terrible atrocities in the two villages of Tjot 
Djeumpa and Polot Leumpung. Wholesale murder and 
torture took place and public opinion has been deeply 
shocked. All over Indonesia, opponents of the government 
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are determined — at present anyhow — not to allow this 
kind of thing all over the territories. The coming elections 
could well lead to civil war. Much will depend on the atti- 
tude of the Army. 

The Formosan situation has a direct impact on the 
Philippines. In Manila, both Communists and anti-Com- 
munists follow developments about Formosa with the 
closest attention — the former with hope and the latter 
with grave apprehension. President Magsaysay’s adminis- 
tration takes a serious view. The gradual shift of American 
policy from toughness to readiness to abandon the offshore 
islands has shaken the Philippine government’s confidence. 
In government circles, it is freely stated that the future 
security of the Philippines will be decided in Formosa. One 
of President Magsaysay’s closest friends and advisers has 
told our observer that the fall of Formosa would lead to the 
collapse of the Philippines within three years. He said that, 
if Formosa were lost, Communist prestige would become 
so high that an effective infiltration campaign could be 
launched in the Philippines, leading eventually to a re- 
newal of full-scale civil war. 

The pressure of inflation in the U.S.S.R. is further in- 
creased by renewed stockpiling of strategic materials. ‘This 
is a sharp reversal of the post-Stalin policy, which went so 
far as to switch some resources from military stockpiling to 
the consumer goods industries. The government’s latest 
program especially concerns items such as oil, aluminum, 


‘lead, zinc, copper and other nonferrous metals. Stockpiling 


of certain essential foods is also to be restarted. The big 
sugar deal with Cuba, which led to the purchase of 200,000 
tons of raw sugar by the U.S.S.R., was not, as some ob- 
servers believed, a sign of the failure of Russia’s sugar crop. 
Almost 70 per cent was used for stockpiling. The signifi- 
cance of the new program should not be ignored. 

In the sphere of foreign relations Moscow plans to use 
religion to further its own aims. Four prominent American 
Baptist ministers have been invited to visit the Russian 
Baptist Church in July, following the London Baptist 
World Alliance Congress. This is an effort to infiltrate the 
Baptist Churches of America, certain of whose ministers 
have already expressed views far from hostile to some 
aspects of Soviet policy. Such efforts are likely to be in- 
creased in the near future. 

The Commonwealth Director of Health in Queensland, 
Dr. D. A. Dowling, says it is now possible that through in- 
discriminate use of penicillin and other antibiotics the 
drugs will soon become completely useless in Australia. Dr. 
Dowling said that this alarming situation had developed 
only ten years after the drugs were released on the Aus- 
tralian market. Dr. Dowling said a second dangerous result 
was the emergence of strains of diseases, resistant to anti- 
biotics, which retained their immunity as they spread from 
person to person. He blamed the indiscriminate use of 
antibiotics by doctors and their use for petty ailments for 
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the loss of effect. 

In striking contrast to the reports and conclusions of this 
Service was an official U. S. release circulated to London 
Press Agencies during May. We believe there is no founda- 
tion in fact for the ideas put forward by the authors of the 
following official release — but this is what it said: 

“While American officials believe that new Soviet tactics in 
world affairs present new problems for the United States, or put a 
new face on the old problems, it is the confirmed view of the 
American government that the new Russian policy represents 
very definite risks for the Soviet Union, especially in its relations 
with the satellites. . . . 

“It is believed that the Austrian Treaty will set in motion new 
forces in Central Europe. The germ of freedom won by the 
Austrians is expected to spread to neighboring countries. 

“Since Austria is free, two satellites, Hungary and Czechoslo- 
vakia, are now directly exposed to a free and independent nation, 
and this is expected to inspire the peoples of these satellites to 
yearn for the basic dignity which is only possible when they are 
free. Moscow’s gamble, it is believed by the American govern- 
ment, presents the United States with new opportunities as well 
as new problems. 

“‘Among the reasons for the Soviet change in tactics, Americans 
regard three factors especially important: 7) growing strength of 
the West; 2) internal industrial and Soviet economic and military 
over-extension, industrial and agricultural stress; and 3) the fact 
that the Soviets have been forced to recognize the fundamental 
aspirations of people for independence and freedom. 

“The United States, meanwhile, does not underestimate the 
implications of the new Soviet attitude on the problem of Ger- 
many, but it believes that the problem can be resolved. 

“The American government is confident that new trends in 
East-West relations will lead to unification of Germany. While it 
is impossible to predict what the future holds, the United States 
believes that new problems can be resolved as old ones were. 

“American officials are known to be immensely pleased with 
the conclusion of the Austrian treaty and to feel spiritually re- 
freshed by the historic accomplishment — despite the wearying 
round of conferences. 

*‘While Americans thought the Molotov speech on the occasion 
of the signing was not appropriate for the occasion, and of differ- 
ent character than what they had expected, they took the position 
that this was a matter for Molotov to decide. In any case, they re- 
gard it as the same old tune they have heard before. 

“It is understood that the United States considers the projected 
Soviet visit to Yugoslavia as a good sign, though it regards this 
Russian about-face as astonishing. .. . 

“In the Far East, the United States doubts that the Soviet is 
trying to persuade the Chinese Communists to embroil America 
in a Far East war on the premise that this would weaken the 
Western alliance and give the Soviet more freedom to maneuver 
in Europe.” 

This Service can only say, with respect, that the official 
who wrote that must have been unacquainted with the facts 
known to the best Intelligence experts in London, Paris, 
Bonn and Ankara. However, events will settle the matter 
soon enough. It should be known, nevertheless, that there is 
a conflict of judgment and opinion between a majority of 
responsible observers and the group in Washington respon- 
sible for that release. This conflict is becoming sharp. 

This month’s report is not likely to be welcomed by any 
except those who make an objective study of world affairs 
and, in consequence, do not wish to live on groundless 
hopes about an imaginary situation. China remains im- 
movable in her trigger-happy objectives. Nevertheless, not 
being without political skill, she readily acknowledges the 
advantages of gaining her objectives by concession. This 
she is ready to try for a time, provided that she is convinced 
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the chances of doing so are speedily increasing. If she de- 
cides that no more can be had by political pressures, she 
will strike. She is all set to do so. She has shown no sign at 
all of readiness for any real compromise. 

Give her the offshore islands; compose a formula which 
would eventually give her Formosa; agree to unification 
which would give her all Korea, and sit back while she 
infiltrates all Indo-China and neighboring territories — 
and she will be satisfied for quite a time. But if she wins all 
that, she will stand to win all Southeast Asia. 

China is also inclined to watch the results of Russian 
policy. She argues that, if Russia can pull off her present 
plans, the entire Communist bloc will be strengthened 
beyond measure. 

Russian policy is to create a bloc of nations dominated 
by the Soviet Union from one side, but which — by reason 
of the dismantling of NATO and the Southeast Asian 
defense treaties — cannot be effectively allied or associated 
with America and Britain. This bloc is to include every 
key point from Finland to Malta, with Turkey squeezed 
into capitulation behind such a system. If this could be 
achieved, it would amount to a Russian victory in Europe 
without bloodshed or danger of any kind at all. Indeed, it 
would be a victory without precedent. Somewhat nat- 
urally, the Soviet Union could then well content herself 
with one-and-a-half million men under arms, plus her 
Eastern European allies, and China with another one- 
and-a-half million. America’s forces would be bottled up 
thousands of miles across the ocean and Britain, with the 
proposed 650,000, would be helpless. 

Observers know pretty well what would follow accept- 
ance of Russia’s terms. None of us is so clear as to the imme- 
diate consequences of rejecting them. Yet, rejected they 
will be in their present form. If Russia then climbs down 
(and the issue will be the NATO and defense treaty bases), 
it will be clear that her internal situation is worse than we 
knew. The West can then press for more. If Russia does 
not climb down, then her next moves will be critical. What 
they will be does not yet appear in our reports, although 
there are signs that she would move to capture certain new 
strategic bases — Persia being one such possibility. Russia 
has been hinting at this with growing insistence of late. 
Pravda, Izvestia and Moscow Radio give perfectly clear 
hints with increasing regularity. 

Some may ask why on earth we cannot trust Russia and 
risk trying what she proposes, rather than risk war. ‘The 
answer to this is that the Western governments have access 
to Secret Service reports which reveal Russia’s intentions. 
No responsible government having these facts before it 
could act on a theory that Russia should be given the 
benefit of the doubt. In the opinion of those who have 
access to the facts, there is no doubt as to Soviet plans and 
intentions. The time may soon come when all these facts 
must be officially revealed. We venture to say that, when 
this happens, the official appreciation will not differ much 
from the reports published unofficially by this Service for 
the past ten years.

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A Time to Weep

EVERY THING there is a season, 
and a time to every purpose 
under the heaven,” declares an 
inspired sage in the Biblical Book 
of Ecclesiastes. ““A time to be born, 
and a time to die; a time to plant, and 
a time to pluck up that which is 
planted; . . . a time to weep, and a 
time to laugh; a time to mourn, and a 
time to dance; . . . a time to rend, 
and a time to sew; a time to keep 
silence, and a time to speak; a time to 
love, and a time to hate; a time of war, 
and a time of peace” (Ecc. 3: 1-8). 

God has appointed the times and 
seasons in His physical universe. The 
study of nature convinces us that there 
must be a similar order in human 
events. God rules over the whole 
course of time and in all the events of 
time. “‘Events take place at certain 
seasons, and a season is a portion cut 
off from time. They are its joints, or 
articulations — critical periods of time. 
What has been ripening slowly through 
long years comes to the birth at a 
moment in the grand decisive events 
of history.” Thus the Deluge, the call 
of Abraham, Moses and the founding 
of God’s Kingdom at Sinai, Christ’s 
Advent and the birth of Christianity, 
the invention of printing, and the 
Reformation, are some of the decisive 
events of time. At such seasons men 
become conscious of a Supreme Power 
guiding the great issues of time. ‘“These 
are the joints that connect and 
strengthen the whole frame of human 
history.” 

When the course of human affairs 
runs smoothly for a while, men tend to 
lose sight of God’s hand in history. If 
this happens, it becomes necessary for 
Him to awaken them by upsetting 
their established habits of thought and 
practice. Nothing else does this so 
effectively as calamity. Therefore God 
finds it beneficial to set aside seasons 
to weep and mourn; for it is only in 
times of distress that His people become 
alarmed at their helplessness apart 
from His direction, His infinite wisdom 
and power. 
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Although there have been many 
occasions to weep in the long history 
of Israel, there has never been but one 
cause for weeping; and that cause is 
disloyalty to the Kingdom pledge 
made at Sinai, namely, “All that the 
Lord hath spoken we will do” (Ex. 
19: 8). Without one single exception, 
the periods of calamity and national 
mourning in the kingdoms of both 
Israel and Judah were caused by re- 
bellion against God’s laws and ex- 
pressed will for His people, as revealed 
to them by consecrated priests and 
prophets. 

Jeremiah’s Lamentations seem to be 
peculiarly fitting to conditions which 
exist today in the nations of Western 
Christendom. Using the ruined city of 
Jerusalem as a symbol of the bereft 
state of captive Israel and Judah, the 
sorrowful prophet begins his lament 
with these words: 


“How doth the city sit solitary, that was 
full of people! how is she become as a 
widow! She that was great among the na- 
tions, and princess among the provinces, 
how is she become tributary! She weepeth 
sore in the night, and her tears are on her 
cheeks: among all her lovers she hath none 
to comfort her: all her friends have dealt 
treacherously with her, they are become 
her enemies. ... Her adversaries are 
the chief, her enemies prosper; for the 
Lord hath afflicted her for the multitude 
of her transgressions: her children are gone 
into captivity before the enemy. And from 
the daughter of Zion all her beauty is 
departed: her princes are become like 
harts that find no pasture, and they are 
gone without strength before the pursuer.”’ 
(Lam. 1: 1-2; 5-6.) 


Continuing in chapter 4, Jeremiah 
makes a striking comment: 

“The kings of the earth, and all the 
inhabitants of the world, would not have 
believed that the adversary and the enemy 
should have entered into the gates of 
Jerusalem.” (Lam. 4: 12.) 


Then in the concluding chapter, he 
writes: 


“The joy of our heart is ceased; our 
dance is turned into mourning. The crown 


is fallen from our head: woe unto us, that 


we have sinned! For this our heart is 
faint; for these things our eyes are dim. 
Because of the mountain of Zion, which is 
desolate, the foxes walk upon it.” (Lam. 
5: 15-18.) 

At the turn of the present century, 
what king or commoner in the whole 
world would have believed that before 
1955 the affairs of all the great Western 
nations would be managed, to a very 
large and dangerous extent, by the 
hands of our enemies? Yet how true it 
is! Our enemies have led us into the 
most senseless and devastating wars in 
the history of civilized man — and the 
end is not in sight. The prophet’s 
words describe perfectly the plight of 
Anglo-Saxon peoples today. For the 
crown has fallen from our head; our 
heart is faint; our eyes are dim; and 
Herodian foxes tread insolently upon 
our high places. Yes — it is time to 
weep in the lands of Christian Israel. 

Woe unto us, that we have sinned! 
A sinful nation, like a wicked individ- 
ual, cannot escape the operation of 
Divine law. To the extent that Chris- 
tian nations reject the wise counsel 
and kingship of Jesus Christ, they will 
be ruled by the tyranny of their ene- 
mies both within and without. Sin 
affects the national security of the 
New Covenant peoples of today ex- 
actly as it affected the national security 
of ancient Israel under the Old Cov- 
enant. God is still dealing with way- 
ward Israel — His servants and 
witnesses — and in the same manner. 

From the beginning of Biblical his- 
tory the Lord has referred to His 
covenant children as a stiff-necked 
people. Through the centuries they 
have been taught and led of the Lord 
in a marvelous way to the end that 
they might become a blessing to all 
nations; nevertheless, they have ever 
been stubborn, rebellious, and deter- 
mined to go their own way. Conse- 
quently, at frequent intervals, God 
gives them what may well be called 
the “shock treatment.” It must have 
been the observance of this cycle 
which led to the following statement 
by Herodotus, in his famous History of 
the Persian Wars: 


“The cities which were formerly great 
have most of them become insignificant; 
and such as are at present powerful, were 
weak in olden times. I shall, therefore, dis- 
course equally of both, convinced that 
prosperity never continues long in one 
place.” 


It is time to weep in Christian lands 
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because of our loss of national honor. 
Honor is moral rectitude; it is the 
crown and dignity of a true man and 
of an upright nation. As with man, so 
with a nation, when righteousness is 
abandoned, honor is lost and ‘““The 
crown is fallen from our head.” The 
life of nations is analogous to that of 
individuals, but it is drawn to a larger 
scale. As one commentator says: 


“‘Nations, like individuals, have pe- 
culiarities of character, and special ele- 
ments of strength and weakness. As the 
moral determinations of a man’s early life 
change the whole course of his subsequent 
history, so it is with nations. By great 
moral crises they rise to superior influence 
and grandeur, or date from them the first 
symptoms of decline. For them, too, there 
is ‘a time to be born and a time to die.’ ” 


Certain fundamental principles were 
laid down for the Lord’s “peculiar” 
people which, if adhered to, would 
guarantee His protection and bless- 
ings; but, if disregarded, would lead to 
national disintegration and distress. 
Anglo-Saxon peoples cannot ignore 
these principles except at their own 
peril, because they are written into 
the charter of our race. Unfortunately, 
church leaders have not understood 
these basic truths and have not taught 
them clearly and forcefully. We do not 
know all that we should know about 
our Divine heritage and responsibili- 
ties; as a consequence, the whole world 
faces problems too complex for man 
to solve in his own limited wisdom. 

Let those who think God’s instruc- 
tions to Israel have no bearing on life 
in the United States and the British 
Commonwealth today make a study of 
the last two chapters of Joshua. When 
Israel’s great military commander and 
statesman was “stricken in age,” he 
called all his officials together and said 
to them: 


“Ye have seen all that the Lord your 
God hath done unto all these nations 
because of you; for the Lord your God is 
he that hath fought for you. Behold, I have 
divided unto you by lot these nations that 
remain, to be an inheritance for your 
tribes, from Jordan, with all the nations 
that I have cut off, even unto the great sea 
westward. And the Lord your God, he 
shall expel them from before you, and 
drive them from out of your sight; and ye 
shall possess their land, as the Lord your 
God hath promised unto you. 

“Be ye therefore very courageous to 
keep and to do all that is written in the 
book of the law of Moses, that ye turn not 
aside therefrom to the right hand or to 
the left; that ye come not among these 
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nations, these that remain among you; 
neither make mention of the name of their 
gods, nor cause to swear by them, neither 
serve them, nor bow yourselves unto them: 
but cleave unto the Lord your God, as ye 
have done unto this day. For the Lord 
hath driven out from before you great 
nations and strong: but as for you, no man 
hath been able to stand before you unto 
this day. One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the Lord your God, he it 
is that fighteth for you, as he hath prom- 
ised you. Take good heed therefore unto 
yourselves, that ye love the Lord your 
God.” (Joshua 23: 3-11.) 


Note now what the result will be 
when these same people transgress the 
covenant of the Lord: 

“Else if ye do in any wise go back, and 
cleave unto the remnant of these nations, 
even these that remain among you, and 
shall make marriages with them,... 
know for a certainty that the Lord your 
God will no more drive out any of these 
nations from before you; but they shall be 
snares and traps unto you, and scourges 
in your sides, and thorns in your eyes, 
until ye perish from off this good land 
which the Lord your God hath given you. 
And, behold, this day I am going the way 
of all the earth: and ye know in all your 
hearts and in all your souls, that not one 
thing hath failed of all the good things 
which the Lord your God spake concerning 
you; all are come to pass unto you, and 
not one thing hath failed thereof. There- 
fore it shall come to pass, that as all good 
things are come upon you, which the Lord 
your God promised you; so shall the Lord 
bring upon you all evil things, until he have 
destroyed you.” (Joshua 23: 12-15.) 


Be it said to the shame of the Lord’s 
people, that they never did comply 
fully with His command in regard to 
separating themselves from subversive 
alien influences; and it was disobedi- 
ence at this point which led to all their 
subsequent internal dissension, their 
many wars and their final captivities. 
Failure to heed this command is the 
underlying cause of the disrupting 
situations which continue to threaten 
the security of Western nations, and 
Christian peoples everywhere, even to 
the present time. 

The founders of the United States of 
America, from the Virginia Colonists 
to the Mayflower Pilgrims, let it be 
known that they established this coun- 
try in the Christian faith; and some of 
them declared that their chief purpose 
was to promote the Gospel of Jesus 
Christ. They looked upon the Bible as 
the cornerstone of the Republic, and 
held its principles to be the sheet an- 
chor of their liberties. Guided by their 


belief in these sound principles, wise 
statesmen gave us our Constitution and 
Bill of Rights. The United States, pro- 
tected by such leadership and safe- 
guards, enjoyed a hundred and fifty 
years of amazing progress and gained 
the respect and admiration of the 
world. 

Then the decline set in. The United 
Nations building now stands on our 
soil — a symbol of our disobedience to 
the mandates of God. The UN has not 
proved its right to survival anywhere, 
either by the character of its personnel 
or by the quality of its performance. 
And it certainly has no place in Chris- 
tian Israel countries. Its primary aim 
is to supersede the sovereignty of 
Christian nations and force them into 
an international hodgepodge of races 
and religions. Nothing could be a more 
flagrant violation of God’s decree, 
which has never been repealed, that 
His covenant people must separate 
themselves from ungodly nations and 
make no alliances with them. If one 
objects to this statement on the 
grounds that Old Testament edicts are 
invalid in a Christian society, let him 
remember that the New Testament 
bears out the same teaching with the 
line of separation more finely drawn 
than in the Old Testament. (See Matt. 
25: 31-46, II Cor. 6: 11-18, and re- 
lated passages.) 

In the light of Biblical truth, one is 
amazed to discover the blindness of 
many church leaders. A top official of 
one large Protestant denomination 
toured the country to assure its mem- 
bers that “the United Nations is the 
last and only hope of the world”; 
and an influential woman in another 
large denomination has been busy 
telling various women’s groups in her 
own church, and others, that “the 
United Nations is the world’s greatest 
Missionary Society.” As a friend 
commented in a letter not long ago — 
“How stupid can bishops and preach- 
ers be?” 

David Lawrence revealed much 
more real insight, when he wrote in 
U.S. News G& World Report: 

“But the world’s troubles grow. Ap- 
prehension is increasing. Friction multi- 
plies and the air is filled with threats of 
destructive war. Thoughtful people every- 
where grope for solutions. Some would 
appease the wicked — and postpone the 
day of reckoning. Others would find some 
new formula like a supra-national state in 
which presumably all the lions and the 
lambs, upon reading the admonishing 
phrases of a new charter, would lie down 
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together in submissive tranquillity. 

**Will a solution come some day through 
a world state in which each nation gives 
up its sovereignty—or will it come 
through the more intensive development 
of the very opposite, namely, the individ- 
uality of each state? . . . Our attention 
might better be directed today at winning 
converts to national freedom in other 
lands than in urging other peoples to 
accept an international mechanism theo- 
retically based on equality but actually 
based on dominion by the powerful.” 
(October 23, 1953.) 


There are enemies of Jesus Christ 
and Christian civilization within our 
borders, who sit in high places in gov- 
ernment, in education and in the 
churches. They have betrayed us into 
meddling into the affairs of other na- 
tions around the globe to their hurt, 
and ours. But there will be “weeping 
and gnashing of teeth” when the great 
conspiracy comes to nought, as it 
surely will. Evil plans do not have a 
chance to succeed, to reach complete 
fulfillment, because they are out of 
joint with the moral order of the uni- 


verse. God has permitted them to 
flourish for a time. He uses them to 
chastise His stubborn children. 

The Prophet Joel points to the day 
when God will declare that the rule of 
evil over His people must come to an 
end. The announcement is in Joel’s 
second chapter, which reads in part as 
follows: 


“Blow the trumpet in Zion, sanctify a 
fast, call a solemn assembly: gather the 
people, sanctify the congregation, assemble 
the elders. . . . Let the priests, the min- 
isters of the Lord, weep between the porch 
and the altar, and let them say, Spare thy 
people, O Lord, and give not thine heritage 
to reproach, that the heathen should rule 
over them: wherefore should they say 
among the people, Where is their God? 
Then will the Lord be jealous for his land, 
and pity his people. Yea, the Lord will 
answer and say . . . I will no more make 
you a reproach among the heathen: But I 
will remove far off from you the northern 
army, and will drive him into a land bar- 
ren and desolate. . . . Fear not, O land; 
be glad and rejoice: for the Lord will do 


I am in the midst of Israel, and that I am 
the Lord your God, and none else: and 
my people shall never be ashamed.” 


This is an irrevocable proclamation 
from the Lord God of all Creation. 
Thus we are under the orders of our 
Supreme Commander. As _ Gerald 
Kennedy says: 

**You are, and I am, and our civilization 
is — all under orders. . . . There is God 
and we live and move and have our being 
under His orders. Whenever a civilization 
like ours decides to rebel against Him, the 
mutiny will not last very long. . . . Under 
orders — America and Western civiliza- 
tion!” (Have This Mind, p. 27, Harper.) 

So — Christians, if true believers, 
can always hope, even in times of 
weeping. In the midst of tears, disap- 
pointments, and temporary failures, 
we believe that God once made every- 
thing good and beautiful — and that 
He will do it again. We know that in 
some future time all will be right in 
His glorious Kingdom on earth. We 
shall keep on hoping — because Christ

August 20, 1953 has greatly intensified the state of apostasy 
within the Israel nations. If this is true, then the events of 
the Great and Terrible Day of the Lord are very near at 
hand. 
Writing to Timothy, Paul stated when the great falling 
away would come: 


“This know also, that in the last days perilous times shall 
come.” (II Tim. 3: 1.) 


Continuing, he went on to describe in detail what its 
identifying characteristics would be, for, among others, 
those bringing it about would be “‘heady, highminded, 
lovers of pleasures more than lovers of God.” Accurately 
defined, apostasy is the falling away of those who delib- 
erately reject revealed truth. “Ever learning,”’ Paul says, 
“and never able to come to the knowledge of the truth.” 
This is not because of error or heresy but because they 
“resist the truth” and are “reprobate concerning the 
faith’; that is, they have apostatized from the faith. 

It is a pitiable state of affairs that paralleling the in- 
difference to spiritual things on the part of the general 
public is the lack of zeal on the part of those who ought to 
be warning of the imminence of the coming of the Lord 
and pointing out the multiplied chronological signs of His 
pending arrival. Unfortunately, it is all too clearly ap- 
parent that many, through fear of ridicule, have turned 
away from proclaiming the significance of the Great Pyra- 
mid revelation measures since August 20, 1953, as well as 
the chronological timing of the prophetic truths of the 
Scriptures. Having chosen to remain silent, they have 
ceased to be watchmen in Israel. 

In the attack upon Destiny, the writer (name not given) 
stated he will be much happier when Destiny ceases to 
proclaim the prophetic significance of chronological time 
periods. However, he will have to be resigned to being

unhappy, for Destiny will publish the truth and will con- 
tinue to warn of impending judgment.

interest in this Witness, nor in the tim- 
ing of the future direction of events. 

But can anyone truly say that this 
great monument, this Witness unto 
the Lord of Hosts in the land of Egypt, 
has been absolutely accurate in mar- 
velous detail as outlined above, yet it 
failed on the one date — August 20, 
1953? The answer to this question is 
an emphatic denial of its contention. 
The failure lies only in human in- 
ability to understand the significance 
of that date. 


Falling Away at the End 


Is there a purpose in this seeming 
failure? There is indeed, and Paul 
reminds us: 


‘Let no man deceive you by any means: 
for that day shall not come, except there 
come a falling away first.” (II Thess. 2: 3.) 


This application of Paul’s words 
concerns the falling away at the end, 
just prior to the outbreak of the events 
of the Great and Terrible Day of the 
Lord. This is the falling away that is 
to climax the ending of the age. Would 
it not be expected, then, that, if the 
Great Pyramid so accurately set forth 
the important chronological markings 
of past history, including the very year 
that began the Tarrying Time (2.¢., 
the commencement of the modern 
Second Advent movement in 1844, the 
date of the Great Step at the end of 
the Grand Gallery), it would mark as 
prominently the time of the falling 
away at the end of which Paul spoke? 
The Great Pyramid does definitely 
define this Great Falling Away and 
the date of its inception was August 
20, 1953! 

This necessarily introduced a time 
of great testing which will severely try 
the faith of men and women as the 
age ends and will determine whether 
or not they are able to continue their 
faithfulness, regardless of sight, and 
persevere to the very end. The Great 
Falling Away ushered in the period 
during which Jesus warned of the need 
for alertness lest His coming as a thief 
take His followers unaware: 


“Behold, I come as a thief. Blessed is 
he that watcheth, and keepeth his gar- 
ments, lest he walk naked, and they see 
his shame.” (Rev. 16: 15.) 


His parable of the good and evil 
servants is a further corroboration of 
this, for an opportunity must be af- 
forded for the hypocrisy of the evil 
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servants to be brought out into the 
open. It is during this period of the 
seeming failure of prophecy that their 
patience in waiting for the Lord to 
come back is exhausted and they begin 
to smite their fellowservants; that is, 
to ridicule the continuation of the 
proclamation of time periods pertain- 
ing to the imminence of His return. 

In the terms of the analogy of the 
death of the witnesses, this is the period 
when they “see their dead bodies three 
days and an half, and shall not suffer 
their dead bodies to be put in graves” 
(Rev. 11: 9). Instead, they join with 
those whose actions are described in 
the next verse: 


“And they that dwell upon the earth 
shall rejoice over them [the death of the 
witnesses], and make merry, and shall send 
gifts one to another; because these two 
prophets tormented them that dwelt on 
the earth.” (Rev. 11: 10.) 


But note what John saw: 


“And after three days and an half the 
spirit of life from God entered into them 
[the witnesses], and they stood upon their 
feet.” (Rev. 11: 11.) 


This depicts the revival of the ability 
of the witnesses to testify in power 
again. This will include a complete 
vindication of the accuracy of the 
testimony of the Great Witness unto 
the Lord of Hosts in the midst of the 
land of Egypt. 


The Vision That Failed 


Is this not what the Prophet Habak- 
kuk said would be true of a certain 
“‘vision”’ in the last days? 


“Write the vision, and make it plain 
upon tables, that he may run that readeth 
it. For the vision is yet for an appointed 
time, but at the end it shall speak, and 
not lie.”” (Hab. 2: 2-3.) 


Smith and Goodspeed translate the 
latter verse: 


“For the vision is a witness for the ap- 
pointed time, and speaks of the end, and 
does not lie.” 


After thousands of years, the im- 
portance of the message of the Great 
Pyramid was revealed at the appointed 
time and its vision has been made 
known to the people living in the time 
of the end. The emphatic statement 
by Habakkuk that “it does not lie” 
anticipated a time to come when men 
and women would assume that it had 
lied — that the vision had failed. What 
he foresaw was fulfilled on August 20, 


1953. But Habakkuk’s words of as- 
surance immediately following are for 
those who refuse to accept any such 
verdict: 


“Though it tarry, wait for it; because 
it will surely come, it will not tarry.” 
(Hab. 2: 3.) 


Smith and Goodspeed render this: 


“If it tarry, wait for it; for it will surely 
come without delay.” 


There is, of necessity, to be a period 
of waiting, but it is not a time of tarrying. 
This period of waiting is to be of very 
short duration, for the length of the 
time of the death of the testimony of 
the witnesses, compared to the entire 
period of their witnessing, was short 
indeed as given in the eleventh chapter 
of Revelation. The revival of the 
effectiveness of their testimony will be 
concluded with the summons to the 
witnesses to ascend: 


“And they heard a great voice from 
heaven saying unto them, Come up hither. 
And they ascended up to heaven in a 
cloud; and their enemies beheld them.” 
(Rev. 11: 12.) 


Thus, it will be those who remain 
steadfast to the end who will receive 
their reward upon the completion of 
the Divinely-assigned task. Their faith- 
ful service in the Lord’s household will 
reveal their inward motivation: 


“Not with eyeservice, as menpleasers; 
but as the servants of Christ, doing the will 
of God from the heart.” (Eph. 6: 6.) 


The supplication of the Psalmist will 
have been their heartfelt petition: 


“Search me, O God, and know my 
heart: try me, and know my thoughts: 
And see if there be any wicked way in me, 
and lead me in the way everlasting.” 
(Ps. 139: 23-24.) 


To John the command was given 
in the 19th chapter of Revelation: 
“Write, Blessed are they which are 
called unto the marriage supper of the 
Lamb.”

mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 

the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
‘“Judah"’ and ‘“‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them.’’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks"’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination. Today the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples alone bear all the marks by which the 
House of Israel was to be known in the latter days 
and they have unconsciously fulfilled in their history, 
and do fulfill in their present-day activities, what the 
Word of God declares would be accomplished by them 
in these latter times. 

It is natural that, in the presentation of facts at 
first thought so startling, the immediate effect of pro- 
claiming these new (yet not new) truths will bring 
opposition from some quarters where past beliefs are 
upset. But the evidence of racial movements through- 
out history, and the marks set forth by which the 
Israel of God was to be known in modern days, are so 
unmistakably clear that the failure to seriously con- 
sider the evidence will jeopardize the future welfare 
of the Anglo-Saxon race. For if the people of this race 
are the lineal descendants of the northern ten-tribed 
Kingdom of Israel — and they are — there has been 
placed upon them today a responsibility they cannot 
escape. The failure to awaken to the knowledge of 
their identity and assume their responsibility as the 
people with whom God made His unalterable cove- 
nants, and upon whom He laid His law, will bring 
upon them inevitable national suffering and trouble. 

Were the opponents of the identity right in their 
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assumptions, there would, of course, be no such re- 
sponsibility; but here again it is essential that the facts 
be made known. This Destiny is doing. The people 
themselves constitute the court of appeal and must 
render a decision as to whether the facts presented are 
correct or the objections raised are valid. It is also 
important to carefully consider that God Himself will 
pass final judgment in accordance with the verdict 
rendered by the people, bringing weal or woe upon 
the nations of Israel in days to come as the inevitable 
consequence of the course chosen and pursued. 

Let those who are opposed to proclaiming the 
identity ponder well the fact that they, too, have a 
tremendous personal responsibility. When it is uni- 
versally recognized that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peo- 
ples are modern Israel, opponents of this truth who 
have succeeded in leading many astray, and hindered 
to that extent the national awakening and return to 
God in wholehearted acknowledgment of His sover- 
eignty and obedience to His laws, will discover that 
He will not hold them guiltless. 

God is not a man that He should lie and He gave 
His promise that Israel (He did not say Judah) would 
never cease to be a nation before Him. He gave the 
continuity of the heavenly signs as a guarantee of this 
(Jer. 31: 35-36). The Jewish Chronicle says, ‘Find this 
people’’ and Destiny points to the Anglo-Saxon- 
Celtic peoples in whose history the prophecies of the 
Scriptures pertaining to the House of Israel are all 
being fulfilled today. 

Sometimes the objection is raised that, because we 
stress the Gospel of the Kingdom, we have failed to 
recognize the part personal salvation plays in the re- 
demptive plans of God. While Destiny Magazine does 
give specific attention to the Kingdom evangel, this is 
by no means an indication that the Gospel of Salva- 
tion is relegated to a lesser position. 

Of paramount importance to every individual is the 
necessity to become reconciled with God through His 
Son Jesus Christ. This is requisite to citizenship in the 
Kingdom of God and Destiny presents the vital spir- 
itual needs of every individual who strives to become 
an overcomer and attain the victor’s crown. That 
phase of the Gospel message is as essential to the indi- 
vidual as the Gospel of the Kingdom is to the nation, 
which proclaims the identity and responsibility of the 
nations of Israel today and the necessity for the resto- 
ration of the administration of the Law of the Lord 
as the law of the land.
